A remarkable pension case hag Just 
been unearthed by the Pension Bureau.

He went to an¬ 
other recruiting station, advanced his 
age a couple of years, changed his 
name to John Bums and was admitted. 
On the same ship he found another 
John Bums. The tw f o seamen 
fought through the war together and 
made fine records. When out of the 
service Wilson resumed Ills name and 
married. Before he died last year he 
told his wife the story and she applied 
for a pension, explaining the facts to 
the department. 

The special agents looked up tho 
case i*nd found that the widow of the 
real John Bums bad applied for a 
pension and had been given It, not on 
tho record of her husband, but on the 
parallel record made by Wilson while 
bearing the name of Bums. She had 
been drawing for twelve years a pen¬ 
sion that belonged to tho other wom¬ 
an. 

The authorities at the bureau, after 
convincing themselves thoroughly that 
there was no fraud or bad intent, took 
up the mutter of straightening out the 
situation. Tho pension which Mrs. 
Burns has been drawing will be trans¬ 
ferred to Mrs. Wilson, and Mrs. Burns 
will have to make a new application 
and secure on allowance. But there Is

already drawn.

"There could be no such thing as 
padding the second-class mall by the 
railway companies acting in conspiracy 
with any number of newspaper pub¬ 
lishers. or with anyone else. Any ex¬ 
cess over the normal quantity is In¬ 
vestigated, and we know exactly the 
whys and wherefores of it all."

Alcohol From Sawdust.

TEMPERANCE SIDE CONFIDENT 


Richmond, Ky., March 8.—[Special.]— 
A sensation was created here this aft¬ 
ernoon when John E. Sexton. T. W. 
Reaves, Dan Harris, Charles Crawford, 
Spencer Burton and Vulcan Irvine were 
arrested by Deputies Wells. McCord 
and Bush upon warrants sworn out 
by N. B. Dcatherage, chairman of the 
Law and Order League, charging them 
with buying and selling registration 
certificates. Sexton, who is treasurer 
of the Saloonkeepers’ Protective Asso¬ 
ciation. iind also proprietor of the East 
End Saloon, and T. W. Reaves, bar¬ 
tender for Mike Enright, at first re¬ 
fused to make bond, but ufter being 
placed in Jail for some time, furnished 
bond. 

Burton and Harris are saloon proprie¬ 
tors. Crawford is a barber and Irvine 
a merchant tailor and Captain of a 
colored military company. The six men 
will have their examining trials to-mor¬ 
row morning at 10 o'clock before Coun¬ 
ty Judge N. B. Turpin. 

Every one of the thirteen saloons In 
the city closed up voluntarily Thurs¬ 
day night, not to open until after the 
election Tuesday night. To-nlglit May- 
or Woods offered a reward of $50 In 
gold to the first one who will furnish 
him evidence to convict the violator 
of bribery law’s. At a meeting of the 
City Council strong resolutions were 
passed demanding of all officers non¬ 
interference in the election, except to 
vote, and empowering the Mayor to ap¬ 
point special policemen. Both sides are 
w’orklng like beavers and the fight Is 
red hot. Tempo ranee people claim they 
have the tight won by nearly 200. 


Paris, March 8.—A sudden, virtually 
unanimous, and unexpected strike on 
the part of practically all the elec¬ 
tricians of Paris at 5 o’clock this aft¬ 
ernoon resulted in the almost complete 
paralysis of the business of the city 
by the time night had fallen. The In¬ 
convenience was very great. A num¬ 
ber of theaters hod to forego their per¬ 
formances, several of the evening 
newspapers wefe unable to get out 
their editions and the great depart¬ 
ment stores were hurriedly emptied. 
The strikers demand the fulfillment of 
tho promises to Improve their condi¬ 
tion which they claim wer© made to 
them last July. 

Many of the great department stores 
of Paris, especially in the center of 
the city, rely entirely upon electricity 
for lighting and heating., These build¬ 
ings are not piped for gas and when 
the electric lights went out this even¬ 
ing, no oil lamps were on hand. As a 
result candles had to be installed hur¬ 
riedly In order to help the shoppers 
and tho employes to leave the build¬ 
ings. 

The prefecture of police, the build¬ 
ings of the various ministries and the 
public institutions, also, were without 
lights, and even the Elysee Palace was 
temporarily thrown into darkness. The 
Senate and the Chamber of Deputies 
are provided with gas pipes and were, 
therefore, able to get light and go on 

with their business. 

• • • 

Theaters In Dark. 

Almost all the theaters and other of 
the subsidized houses were compelled 
to put up announcements that there 
would be no performances and that the 
money wrqild be refunded at the doors. 
Only four of the minor variety halls 
were open. The boulevards were prac¬ 
tically in darkness except for the glim¬ 
mering of a few gas Jets. Only rhe 
Avenue de l'Opera and a small sec¬ 
tion of the Champs Ely see were Illum¬ 
inated by electricity. Cafes and res¬ 
taurants presented weird pictures with 
flaring candles on all the tables. 

It wns Impossible to get out the 
later editions of the afternoon news¬ 
papers, and the offices of the morning 
papers were scenes of confusion. Only 
the Parlsrien will appear in Its full size 
to-morrow morning. It possesses its 
own electric plant The managers of 
&t9 the other morning papers do not 
see their way clear to getting out other 
than two or four-page papers, set up 
by hand and printed on improvised 
plants. 

The company which supplies elec¬ 
tricity was recently accorded conces¬ 
sions by the Municipal Council, and it 
now refuses to carry opt certain reso¬ 
lutions passed by that body under 
which the electrical workers are grant¬ 
ed an eight-hour work day and old- 
age pensions. These stipulations are 
not written in the contract with the 
city, but it was understood that th**y 
would b*? granted. The men are exas¬ 
perated by what they characterize as 
bad faith on the part of the conq>any, 
and now claim recognition as employes 
of a municipal department with the 
privileges attached to employment by 
the municipality.

YALE PROFESSOR'S DAUGHTER 
HAS UNPLEASANT EXPERI¬ 
ENCE ON OCEAN LINER. 


New York. March S.—Suit for libel in 
the sum of S'Jo.OOO was filed to-day in 
the United States District Court 
against The Compagnie GeneraJe 
Trans-Atlantique. the steamship La 
Gascogne, its officers and crew, by 
John Wurts, professor in Yale law 
school, in »he sum of $15,000 for mental 
and physical anguish on his own part 
and $25,000 each for his wife and hl3 
daughters, Eleanor and Laura. 

The libel alleges that on the trip from 
Havre to this port, between the 15th 
and 24th of last September, Prof. 
Wurts and his family were exposed to 
the rudest sort of treatment and ill 
food. It alleges that on Information 
that there were no first cabin accommo¬ 
dations, he, with hlu wife and daugh¬ 
ters, were booked In the second cabin, 
but that within two hours of leaving 
port they found that they were over¬ 
run by 1,400 steerage passengers. The 
accusations include one that the daugh¬ 
ter of tin* professor was bitten by a 
rat in her bviL 


The strikers coiled a meeting this aft¬ 
ernoon, and after a number of violent 
speeches voted to continue the strike 
until all their claims were granted. It 
was announced that the electricians of 
Lyons, Marseilles and other large cities 
were prepared to Join the Paris move¬ 
ment and demand similar concessions. 
The strikers to-night showed them¬ 
selves as strongly in favor of the tak¬ 
ing over of electric lighting plants by 
the various municipalities. This feel¬ 
ing Is a direct outcome of the socialistic 
tendencies generally prevalent among 
electrical workers. 

A delegation of prominent citizens, 
including a number of members of th© 
Chamber of Deputies, called on Premier 
Clemenceau at a late hour to-night. 
The Premier promised to bring in a 
regiment of soldiers quartered at Ver¬ 
sailles to replace the strikers, but it 
w’ould appear that he latey decided not 
to take this step, for no /orders were 
sent to Versailles. On the contrary. 
Premier Clemenceau expressed his de¬ 
termination to use every effort to over¬ 
come the strike by conciliatory mean*. 
He probably will have on Interview 
with the strikers’ delegates during to¬ 
night or early to-«morrow morning.

BURNED IN FURNACE. 


Washington. March 8.—-Archie Roose¬ 
velt is resting easy to-night and the 
attending physicians are very hopeful 
of his recovery* Hr. Alexander Lam¬ 
bert. who was summoned from New 
York to take charge of the cose, has 
Informed the President that while the 
patient’s condition Is encouraging, he 
Is not yet out of danger. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt was with his son for more than 
an hour to-night. In his visits to the 
sick room the President takes every 
precaution against infection. 

A consultation was held at the White 
House to-night. It wits attended by 
Dr. Lambert. Surgeon General Rixey 
and Assistant Surgeons R. M. Kenne¬ 
dy. W. C. Dralsled and J. C. Pryor, of 
the. navy. At 10:30 o'clock Dr. Lam¬ 
bert gave out tills bulletin: 

"The salient is resting comfortably. 
No complication has developed since 
yesterday (Thursday) and his condition 
is as good us could be expected at this 
stage of the disease." 

An earlier bulletin issued by Secre¬ 
tary Loeb also was of a reassuring na¬ 
ture. 

Secretary Loeb announced to-day 
that Dr. Lambert probably would re¬ 
turn to New York this eveniijg, but it 
was stated at the White House at a 
late hour to-night that he will not 
leave Washington until he is satisfied 
that Archie is wholly out of danger. 

Although the President was awake 
most of lust night, he looked none the 
worse for his long vigil and to-night 
he expressed a willingness to remain 
with Dr. Kennedy, who will spend the 
night at Archie’s bedside. Drs. Lambert 
and Rixey, hosvever, urgc^l the Presi¬ 
dent to retire at his usual hour. Mrs. 
Roosevelt, who has remained Almost 
constantly at her son’s bedside since 
the first day of his lllnes3, also re¬ 
tired at an early hour to-night, after 
being assured by Dr. Lambert that he 
did not anticipate another change for 
the w’orse. 


New York. March 8.—The defense in 
the Thaw’ case rested to-day immedi¬ 
ately after the convening of court and 
an adjournment thereupon w’as ordered 
until Monday morning at 19:30 o'clock.

The site is preposed for tho college of 
liberal arts and is recognized ns an 
ideal one for the college community. 

This site will be fully discussed at a 
meeting of the trustees of the Universi¬ 
ty oCLouisville to be held Monday aft¬ 
ernoon.

The Lexington Board of Health at Its 
meeting to-night decided to put In 
force a city ordinance passed in 1904 
regulating the sale of milk. The board 
adopted a resolution requiring every 
dairyman furnishing milk to this city 
to secure a certificate permitting them 
to sell milk In this city from Dr. N. B. 
Simmons, health officer, and also to 
secure by June 1 a certificate from a 
veterinary surgeon showing that each 
cow' whose milk is brought to the city 
is free from tuberculosis, the dairyman 
to pay the veterinary’s charge. As the 
latter fee is usually about $1.50 and there 
are about 8.000 used in supplying milk 
to Lexington the new regulation will 
mean an expenditure of nearly $5,000 
by the dairymen. To make up this 
loss It Is reported that the dairymen 
will raise the price of milk here from 
eight cents a quart, the present price 
in this city, to ten cents.

VIGOROUSLY SCORED BY A ST. 
LOUIS JUDGE. 


London. March 8 .—The bill to extend 
the right of suffrage to women wns 
defeated In tho House of Commons to¬ 
day, where It w'tu» talked to death with¬ 
out coming to a vote. The supporters 
<»f the bill made a determined Attempt 
to secure a vote, but the speaker de¬ 
clined to accept a motion of closure, 
and the sitting of the House closed 
automatically at 5 p. m. 

The result was not surprising, even 
to the suffragists themselves, as some 
of the strongest sympathisers of the 
women's cause realized that the ques¬ 
tion was not ripo for legislation and 
that Parliament was not In a position 
to deal with It until it becomes a defi¬ 
nite issue at a general election. The 
suffragists, however, were not duunted, 
and to-night they held an enthusiastic 
meeting at Exeter Hall. Resolutions 
condemning tho attitude of the Gov¬ 
ernment and of Parliament and ex¬ 
pressing the determination to carry on 
the agitation were adopted. The speak¬ 
ers at to-night’s meeting included 
James Keir Hordie, Socialist member 
of the House of Commons; Philip 
Snowdon, M. P., & new' recruit to the 
women’s cause; the Rev.* Charles F. 
Aked, who was pastor of Pembroke 
Chapel, Liverpool, and who has accept¬ 
ed the call to the pastorate of the 
Fifth-avenue Baptist church. New 
York; Israel Zangwlll, the prominent 
Zionist, as w'ell as many of the prom¬ 
inent suffragists.

BIG LIGHT AND POWER MERGER. 

Plan $50,000,000 Concern To Cover 
Most of Colorado. 

Denver, Colo., March 8 .—Negotiations 
to consolidate the Central Colorado 
Power Company, capitalized at $22,000,- 
000 , and the Northern Colorado Power 
Company, capitalized at $10,000,000, are 
being carried forward by Myron T- 
Herrick, former Governor of Ohio; 
Thomas F. Walsh, Simon Guggenheim 
and others interested in the two com¬ 
panies. Should the negotiations be suc¬ 
cessful the combination, It is an¬ 
nounced, will be capitalized at $30,000,- 
000 and will supply electric light and 
power to almost three-fourths of the 
State of Colorado* Mr. Herrick said 
to-day that the Central Colorado Pow¬ 
er Company, which was organized last 
November, will immediately place $ 9 .* 
000,000 in Colorado for the purpose of 
earning out some of its plans. 


Washington, March 8 .—A conference 
was held to-day at the Department of 
Commerce and Labor regarding the 
opinion recently submitted to the Presi¬ 
dent by Attorney General Bonaparte on 
the South Carolina immigration case. 
It appears clear In the view of the 
officials of the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor, that the Attorney 
General’s opinion sustains the opinion 
of the department that the immigrants 
landed at Charleston; S. C., last No¬ 
vember are legally In this country. 

It Is not so clear, however, that under 
the law other immigrants whose pas¬ 
sage to this country Is paid fox by 
either States or Individuals acting for 
States, may be landed In America be¬ 
fore July 1 next, when the provision 
of the new Immigration law goes Into 
effect. It was not until to-day that the 
full text of Attorney General Bona¬ 
parte's opinion was available. 

The Department of Commerce and 
Labor desires to obtain a definite Inter¬ 
pretation of the law, because several 
Southern States have delegated to 
agents the work of securing immi¬ 
grants w'ho will locate within their bor¬ 
ders. It appears problematical w'hether 
under the present law (he States have 
the right to Induce immigration except 
by advertising. It is quite certain that 
after the first of next July they will 
not have the right, but among the law¬ 
yers w'ho have examined Attemey Gen¬ 
eral Bonaparte’s opinion there is a di¬ 
vision of opinion as to whether immi¬ 
grants can be brought to this coun¬ 
try now by the assistance of States. 

Not Applicable In Hawaii. 

Washington. March 8 .—It was 
authorittvely stated to-day that the re¬ 
cent opinion of the Attorney General 
In which he held that It is unlawful 
under the recently-enacted immigration 
law for a State to pay the passage of 
intending immigrants or to assist im- ! 
migration except by advertisement will 
not apply to the island of Hawaii. In 
that country the decision has already 
caused considerable agitation, as under 
the auspices of the Territorial Immi¬ 
gration Society Immigrants are being 
brought to the island fropj Europe and 
the Azores to take the place of Jap¬ 
anese laborers on the? sugar planta¬ 
tions. This has been sanctioned by th» 
United States Government and a ship¬ 
load of immigrants recently brought 
from the Azores have proved very sat¬ 
isfactory. 

SILENCED CONFEDERATE 

GUNS AT GETTYSBURG. 


New Ruling By Mr. Yerkes Incon¬ 
veniences Distillers. 

In an apparent effort to reduce its sta¬ 
tionery bill, the Government, through 
Commissioner Yerkes, has Issued an order 
which is working a great deal of Incon¬ 
venience to all the distillers and brokers 
and dealers in whisky in Kentucky. Here¬ 
tofore. when a broker or distiller had an 
order for whisky ho could request a re¬ 
gauge and get duplicate reports on each 
lot of whisky sold, whether It he one lot 
or one hundred- The distiller or broker 
kept one of these reports and sent the 
other, which w*as official, to the customer. 
Under the ruling recently issued by Com¬ 
missioner Yerkes and strictly enforced 
wince the first of the month, the gnugvrs 
make only one report a day. which In -1 
eludes all of the lots regauged for any ! 
single distiller, broker or dealer. It Is 
necessary now for the seller to have 
copies made of reports on different lots 
for their customers. The result of this Is 
a great Inconvenience to the distillers and , 
brokers, and much loss of time. 

At the same time. Instructions have 
been Issued In certain of the collection 
districts in tho State that all requests for 
regauges must be In their office by 9 
o’clock In the morning In some cases, and 
10 o'clock In the morning In others. The 
limit heretofore was 11 o’clock. Unless the 
request gets into the office within the hour 
named, the liquor dealer must wait until 
the following day in order to have his 
whisky regauged. 

Some of th* brokers and distiller* have 
called the attention of the members of 
the Kentuoky Distillers' Association to 
the ruling, and it is likely that some 
official action will be asked of the aseo- 
clation. urging Commissioner Yerkes te 
withdraw the ruling.

INK COSTS GOVERNMENT 

MILLION TOO MUCH. 


Graft In Printing Department May 
Be Uncovered In In¬ 
vestigation. 


Washington, March 8 .—Irregularities 
In the purchase of Ink for the printing 
of greenbacks, gold certificates and 
postage stamps aro being Investigated 
by United States Attorney Baker upon 
information furnished him by the 
Secret Service agents of the Treasury 
Department. 

It Is stated that from 1898 to 1905 the 
Government paid between 45 and 55 
cents a pound for Ink for the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing. Since that 
time the price has been 12 cents. Had 
the present price prevailed the Gov¬ 
ernment would have saved between 
$500,000 and $ 1 , 000 , 000 , according to es¬ 
timates which have been made by offi¬ 
cials. Whether the transaction involves 
a breach of any law and who Is re¬ 
sponsible ore questions w'hlch Mr. Bak¬ 
er Is considering. He will not discuss 
the case. 


TO TACKLE PROBLEMS. 


GERMAN TARIFF AND JAP MAT¬ 
TER UP TO ROOSEVELT. 


President Will Give Attention To 
Both Within the Next 
Two Weeks. 


Washington. March 8 —Within the 
coming two weeks President Roosevelt 
expect* to give active attention to the 
German tariff question and to the Jap¬ 
anese situation. Already he has had 
several talks with Secretary Root and 
Mr. North, head of the American dele¬ 
gation v*#lch went to Germany last 
winter to conduct negotiations with 
that Government on the German tariff 
question. 

Just what the procedure on the Jap¬ 
anese question will be has not been 
announced. It may. however, take the 
form of an executive order putting Into 
operation that feature of the immigra¬ 
tion law* enacted by the last Congress 
which gives the President authority, 
“whenever he si satisfied that pass¬ 
ports issued by any foreign Govern¬ 
ment to its citizens to go to any coun¬ 
try other than the United States or 
to any Insular possession of the United 
States, or to the canal zone, are be¬ 
ing used to enable the holders to come 
to the continental territory of the Unit¬ 
ed States to the detriment of labor con¬ 
ditions, to refuse to permit such citi¬ 
zens of the country Issuing such pass¬ 
ports to enter the continental terri¬ 
tory of the United States.” 

Although the Japanese are not men¬ 
tioned specifically In this provision of 
the law', the legislation enacted was In¬ 
tended to be applied to them when 
deemed desirable and was passed in 
accordance with the President’s agree¬ 
ment with the San Francisco school 
authorities. 


FORMER SENATOR PUGH 

DYING IN WASHINGTON. 


Distinguished Alabamian Who Served 
In Confederate Army and 
In Congress.

Frankfort, Ky., March 8 .—[Special.] 
—Judgment of th* Jefferson Common 
Pleas Court, Thind division, awarding 
L. B. Buckler damages in the sum of 
$5,100 against tfhe Kentucky and In¬ 
diana Bridge and Railroad Company 
for personal injuries sustained, was af¬ 
firmed by the Court of Appeals to-day. 
The opinion of the court was delivered 
by Judge Nunn. 

Appellee Buckler was injured by a 
faW from a railroad trestle In attempt¬ 
ing to wAlk bhek from TW rtieL h street 
to Twenty-sixth street. In the city of 
Louisville. He hUd gotten on one of 
appellant company’s cars to go 
to Twenty-sixth street, and the 
conductor of the car carried 
Mm past his destination and 
on to Thirtieth street, and he was 
compelled to walk back over the trestle 
In the night. In upholding the Judg¬ 
ment of the court below, awarding 
damages, the court here says: 

“The decided weight of authority Is 
to the effect that when one Is carried 
beyond his station or stopped short of 
it, nnd is directed by the conductor 
to alight from the train, the i>ase>?n- 
ger,.being ignorant of the surroundings 
and danger that might befall him, re¬ 
ceives nn injury while exercising ordi¬ 
nary care for his own safety, the com¬ 
pany is responsible to him In damages. 
In such a case the company has not 
performed Rs contract, and. In effect, 
he Is still a passenger until he reaches 
the station, and the injury received 
1 « the proxinrate re-uiK of the wrong 
done him.”

A decision of interest to fourth-class 
cities was announced by the court In 
passing upon on appeal from the Ken¬ 
ton Circuit Court In a ease of the city 
of Lnfonla ag.'.inst Zaeh Hedger, und 
one of Hedger against Alfred and oth¬ 
ers. The judgment of the lower court 
was reversed. Judge Hobson delivering 
the opinion of reversal. 

The suit was Instituted to test tho 
validity of an ordinance of the city of 


LflJtonJa, providing for the construction 
of Pike street In that cKy. Hedger was 
awarded the contract end did the work, 
and property-owners abutting the 
street raised the question of their lia¬ 
bility for the cost of the improvement, 
urging that the city must bear the ex¬ 
pense. They w'eTe sustained in their 
contention by the lower court. 

The court here. In reversing that 
Judgment, says that "under the test 
clause of the section 3657 of the stat¬ 
utes, the Council of fourth-class cities, 
when it acts upon the petition of tho 
majority of the property- holders, may 
pass the ordinance for street Improve¬ 
ments at a single meeting of th© Coun¬ 
cil by a majority yea and nay vote, 
and adds: "It la manifest that under 
the section 3752. only one meeting of 
the Council is necessary if two-third* 
of the members at a regular meeting 
concur in an ordinance presented with¬ 
out petition from the property-holders.

TO GIVE BANQUET TO 

NEWSPAPER MEN. 


PASTOR’S PLACE 


Subject of Debate By Men's 
League Members. 


MAJORITY HOLD HE SHOULD 
FIGURE IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


DEPENDS. HOWEVER, ON MAN, 
ON CHURCH AND OCCASION. 


MINISTER AND EVANGELIST. 


Just to what extent la it wise or proper 
for a minister of the gospel to take 'part 
or manifest Interest In affairs of general 
or political Interest in the community In 
which he lives, was discussed lust night 
by the Men’s League of the Kourth-ave- 
nue ^iethodist church. No definite con¬ 
clusions were announced, although the 
expressed opinions of the majority of the 
speakers had It that It depended largely 
on the pastor himself, the church of which 
he was head and the question or matter 
concerned. Eight or ten members of the 
league. Including the Rev. W. B. Beau- 
chump, pastor of the church, participated 
in the discussion. At the outset it was 
pointed out that the designation "min¬ 
ister’* was ambiguous, and some of the 
speakers asserted that it would apply 
equally to a pastor or to an evangelist. 

In differentiating between a pastor and 
an evangel is i It was pointed out that a 
pastor was the shepherd of his flock, 
while the province of an evangelist was 
to correct evils and to prepare the field 
for the pastor. Therefore, what might 
be considered eminently fitting In the 
conduct of an evangelist, a pastor could 
not indulge In with propriety. After ar¬ 
guments for and against the active par¬ 
ticipation of a pastor in public affairs nad 
been presented, the concensus of views 
overwhelmingly favored the affirmative 
side of the discussion. 

Dr. Beauchamp declared that he had no 
hesitancy in making known his views 
in the matter. His personal convictions 
told hlrn that a pastor should be as much 
of a leader In civic righteousness as a 
teacher in personal righteousness. A pas- 
tor. he believed, should be a leader In such 
inov< mentis as the temperance question, 
the matter of Sunday observance and In 
all general educational questions. The 
preachers, he asserted, practically were 
back of the anti-saloon movement, 
through the efforts of which ninety coun¬ 
ties in Kentucky now have local option, 
In the Sunday issue they must be leaders 
In the question of the observance of the 
law botli privately and publicly. "The 
preachers, he declared, "are the senti¬ 
ment producers, and as such they are the 
most influential factors in city life and 
are greater than the men who make the 
law. The church, through its ministers, 
must make the moral sentiment In these 
issues. They can close the saloons of any 
city if they have the co-operation of the 
press, whether the authorities want it or 
not. Tnere Is a great work to be done 
In Louisville in that direction." 

• • • 

Pastors and Racing Game. 


Continuing, Dr. Beauchamp said that at 
present there was a great living issue 
In Kentucky—that of race-track gambling 
—where the pulpit had distinctly a place, 
for it was a moral Issue. He referred to 
the efforts of the Retail Merchants’ Asso¬ 
ciation and the Commercial Club for a 
mitigation of the evil. "With the pulpit," 
he said. "It is not a question of mitiga¬ 
tion. but of elimination. In Virginia wo 
absolutely eliminated this evil, and I be¬ 
lieve It can be done in Kentucky. I hold 
that a preacher should stand for every¬ 
thing that pertains to civic righteousness, 
and 1 have not hesitated to take k stand 
In any of these great issues as t$ey pre¬ 
sented themselves." 

The discussion was opened by Dr. 
Henry R. Plrtle. who took the negative 
side of the question. He said that he did 
not believe in a minister doing things 
that brought him before the public as a 
hnll-fidiow-wcll-tnet. He dfccrlbd political 
aspirations or ambitions In a minister, 
and said that he could not see why one 
should find it necessary to bo a member 
of the Commercial Club or of similar or- 
gnniuztlons and take un active part In 
their deliberations. He also could not 
seo why some of them considered It nec¬ 
essary to take a prominent part In the 
Order of Elks. In general. Dr. Phrtle 
condemned pastors for taking prominent 
positions In the public eye. and argued 
that, while It was their duty to be a part 
of the public life, that part should be 
token In a quiet, unobtrusive manner. 

W. D. lllnes, the leader of the affirma¬ 
tive side of tho discussion, said that Just 
to what extent It was wise or proper for 
a pastor to take on active part In pub¬ 
lic affairs depended largely upon the char¬ 
acter of the church he served. Borne men, 
in* averred, were bom to lead quiet, in¬ 
conspicuous lives, while others, by force 
of personality and talents, were destined 
to exorclHe a wider influence in the com¬ 
munity. The Fourth - avenue Methodist 
church, he said, by force of circum¬ 
stances. was the leader of the Methodist 
chruches in tho city, and Its pastor should 
bo a leader.

Tho pastor, he maintained, should In 
particular stand for everything that per¬ 
tained to the general welfare of the con¬ 
gregation. He should be interested in the 
Juvenile Court and other Institution* that 
hail a direct bearing upon civic righte¬ 
ousness. He saw no reason why any 
pastor should not he a member of com¬ 
mercial organizations, although It was not 
necessary for them to take an active part 
In their conduct. The mere fact of hls 
association and co-operation with business 
men. he thought, brought him in touch 
with those who might be led to the 
church. He did not believe that a pas¬ 
tor should hold political office; neither 
should he express his political preference 
nor announce his party affiliations from 
the pulpit. He thought that a pastor 
might fee used or deceived by designing 
men to favor certain political factions, 
lie believed, though, that a pastor should 

f >reach and urge righteousness and pu rity 
n ^lections. 'iv.giQfi 

H. B. Taylor maintained that the pastor 
of to-day must he an expert on social re¬ 
form. He must study the tenement-house 
question, the Juvenile Court and all others 
that directly hear on civic righteousness 
and modern Christianity. He must not 
only study politics, but he must be a man 
of genera! Information, and It was im¬ 
possible. he said, for him to obtain that 
Information unless he associated with all 
kinds and classes of people. He did not 
believe that a preacher should be elected 
to political office, but he should be a 
leader for good In politics. 

A. J. Rosa held that pastors in general 
should take part In every' question that 
arose where a moral Issue was at stake. 

Other members of the league presented 
briefly their views, and when the discus¬ 
sion was finished It was apparent that 
the negative view of the question was 
greatly In the minority.

“It seems to be accepted that a Jury 
of American men cannot be got to 
convict a young and good looking 
woman of a crime when the legal pun¬ 
ishment Is death.'* observed a man 
from Wyoming who has been practic¬ 
ing In Cheyenne since Territorial days. 

"I wonder how that thing would 
work out If we commonly had Juries of 
women? I know of one case In which 
half of the jurors were women, and 
in which the man being tried, a young 
and very good looking chap, accused of 
murder, lost out entirely through the 
insistence of the women Jurors that he 
be convicted of murder In the first de¬ 
gree. The victim, however, lost out 
for the reason that he had no better 
sense than to moke fun of the six wom¬ 
en on the Jury in his case. 

”It happened in Cheyenne. Cheyenne 
had then been In existence only six 
months as the terminus of the first 
railroad to be built across the continent, 
and Its citizenship was. of course, as 
motley as that of all the frontier towns 
in that day—Chinese graders. Mexican 
sheep herders, gamblers and grafters of 
all ranks and degrees with schemes to 
make money in the town then known 
as tho Magic City. It had no sidewalks 
or sewers, but from the very outset It 
had women voters and jurors. A mem¬ 
ber of tho first Territorial Legislature 
had said: 'Women suffrage would ad¬ 
vertise us,’ and his j idea stuck, so the 
lawmakers passed a bill allowing wom¬ 
en to vote, hold office In which men 
were eligible, and serve on juries, even 
In the trial of capital cases. 

"The first Chief Justice of Wyom¬ 
ing sent out to the Territory by the 
Federal Government was an easy con¬ 
vert to the woman suffrage idea, and 
at the first term of the court over 
which he presided the Sheriff was In¬ 
st ructed to summon as many women as 
men for Jurors. 

"The first trial under regularly con¬ 
stituted legal forms In Cheyenne sure 
did make a commotion, not only by 
reason of the novelty of the thing, but 
because women served as jurors In the 
case. That first trial in Cheyenne was. 
In fact, the case that I started to talk 
about. 

"The man on trial was Jim Baker, 
charged with murder. Baker was an 
odd character, hut In no sense a bad 
sort of chap. His father was an artist 
who had lived for many years among 
the Indians of the Northwest. He had 
married a Canadian half breed woman, 
and this woman was Jim Baker's moth¬ 
er. The boy had received a few years’ 
education In Eriatem schools, but had 
drifted back West after the death of his 
father. He picked up a pretty good 
idea of faro bank, and there were times 
when he consumed an inordinate 
amount of sagebush whisky, but he 
was always a gentlemanly sort of drift¬ 
er, and. notwithstanding his habitual 
carelessness in dress, he was a most 
picturesque and attractive appearing 
fellow. He Inherited his father’s talent 
as an artist, and could sketch faces 
and scenes rapidly and skilfully. 

"Baker had quarreled with a freight¬ 
er over a game of cards and had shot 
him. Under ordinary circumstances he 
wouldn’t have been bothered for this, 
for the freighter was a bad actor, who 
hud done a bit of killing on his own 
account. But the courts had Just been 
established in Wyoming, and all hands 
wanted to see how they were going to 
work. The Cheyenne folks were ns 
proud of their new court as n small boy 
with a new red wagon, and they hank¬ 
ered to see It In action. So Jhn Baker 
was arrested, charged with 'murder'—a 
word that had a decidedly new sort of 
sound out that way—and he was held 
for trial with a whole lot of rather 
pompous ceremony. The same desire of 
the Cheyennltes to put Into immediate 
service nil the Institutions of civiliza¬ 
tion instigated them to go civilization 
one better and to call for a new kink. 
That’s how It happened that when the 
Jury to try Jim was made up It was 
composed of six men and six women. 

"Up to the time of the rendering of 
the verdict the trial appeared to bore 
Baker most profoundly. He was both 
careless and reckless, and It Is presum¬ 
able trmt he had no Idea that he would 
be convicted. He figured It, I think, as 
a good many of the rest In Cheyenne 
did, that the trial was merely being 
pulled off for the purpose of oiling the 
wheels of the machinery of Justice and 
that at the finish he would be turned 
loose. « 

“At any rate, the testimony of the 
witnesses, the speeches of the lawyers 
and particularly their monotonous 
wrangling over legal points, were ob¬ 
viously most irksome to Jim. 

"And so to keep himself out of the 
doldrums and to pass away the time 
while the lawyers were showing each 
other how r much they knew about legal 
points purposely made knotty, Jim. who 
who was seated alongside his counsel 
In the storage warehouse where the 
trial was held, began to do some 
sketching on slips of paper lying on his 
counsel’s table. 

"Jim wasn’t any slouch as a carica¬ 
turist. I often come across worse carl- 
oat ures than that poor devil could turn 
off. First he drew the Prosecuting At¬ 
torney with widely distended mouth 
and flacking arms. Then he made a 
striking pencil likeness of the Judge, 
but he gave the Judge the ears of a 
burro. Then he rapidly caricatured 
others of the officials about the court¬ 
room. 

"Now, If Baker had allowed his 
sketching to go at that everything 
would have been all right. The sketches 
weren’t designed to be seen by anybody 
except hls counsel. But having ex¬ 
hausted with hls pencil all of the other 
countenances In the court room Jim be¬ 
gan on the female Jurors. Some of these 
women’s exteriors offered fertile sug¬ 
gestions to the pencil of the caricatur¬ 
ist. Jim caught their shortcomings of 
form, feature and expression, and he 
transferred their likenesses t£ the slips 
of paper with nil of their Incongruities 
magnified n hundredfold. The forewo¬ 
man of the Jury was n most excellent 
person, but she was afflicted with a 
very severe expression and a large and 
most pendulous nose. Baker gave h«»r, 
In hls sketch, the expression of n virago 
and, while he overdid the size of h^r 
nose, the likeness was one that anybody 
could Instantly recognize. Seated next 
the forewoman In the jury box was an 
elderly spinster who wore her hnlr in 
kinky, gingerly ringlets, with a bunch 
of the ringlets suspended over each of 
her ears, and Jim mode her headdress 
look like that of a Kaffir without In 
the least spoiling the effect of tho per¬ 
fect likeness. Another of the Jurors 
was an exteremely adipose woman who 
was keenly sensitive on the subject of 
her stoutness, and Jim drew her ns a 
circus fat girl, seated on a chair In a 
circus sideshow, with the living skele¬ 
ton and the d'varf beside her in out¬ 
line. 

"Jim had Just about finished amusing 
himself with these sketches of the 
women of the Jury when the lawyers 
ceased their arguments and the Judge 
began hls charge to the Jury. Jim 
knocked off his sketching work to lis¬ 
ten to the charge. The charge was 
pretty well on Jim’s side, and It looked 
as if he would get off with a light s >n- 
itenre, If he were not acquitted. 

"But, unfortunately for Jim, when the 
case was handed over to the Jury all 
the slips of paper upon which he had 
drawn hls caricatures were, without 
Jim’s noticing It, gathered up with soni*

Ballot after ballot was taken, with the 
same result every time. 

"The men on the Jury expostulated, 
exp'rained, argued and even pleaded, 
but the women were Inexorable. Finally 
the men on the jury held a consultu- 
I tion. 

" ’It ain’t no square deal for Jim,' sail 
Bill Morton, 'hut here we are pulling 
down two wheels »» day on a Jury wh *n 
we could be making twenty dollars a 
day on the outside, nndVhesc women 
sure never will crawfish, so what's the 
use?’ 

i •' ’Yep, and Jim's only a halfbreed, 


anyhow,’ suggested another male Juror. 

" ’Like as not the Governor'll pardon 
him If we do slide along with the wom¬ 
en, so we might well cave and save 
time,' said another of the male Jury¬ 
men. 

"And It was all off with Jim. 

•’The Indian blood in Jim gave him 
stolidity, and he took h’s medicine like 
a man, oven though the verdict was 
an Immense surprise to him, as It was 
to everybody else in Cheyenne and the 
Territory. Jim wasn’t pardoned by the 
Governor, and he was hanged with all 
of the ecls«t and dignity than the of¬ 
ficials of the newly made county could 
devise.

Little Tobacco Unsold. 

Paris, Ky., March 8.—rSpeclal.]— 
William McCray, a prominent tobacco 
buyer, says that but little tobacco re¬ 
mains In the hands of farmers unsold 
other than that pledged to tho Bour¬ 
bon county branch of the American 
Society of Equity. In the section where 
he has made his largest purchases the 
amount of unsold tobacco not pledged 
to the society will not aggregate more 
than 100,000 pounds. Mr. McCray has 
rocently purchased of different parties 
101,000 pounds at prices ranging from 
six to ten and one-half cents per 
pound. 

Dies of Consumption. 

SUthton, Ky.. March 8.—Mr. James 
Huffman, a well-known and much re¬ 
spected farmer of this vicinity, is dead 
of consumption after a long Illness. Mr. 
Huffman was nearly seventy years of 
age. He leaves one daughter, who is 
tho wife of Mr. G. H. French, at whose 
home Mr. Huffman died. The Inter¬ 
ment was at St. Patrick’s Catholic 
church at this place, of which the de¬ 
ceased hud long been a communicant. 

Heavy Deliveries of Tobacco. 

Wllllamstown, Ky.. March 6.— Farm¬ 
ers of Grant county are delivering 
enormous quantities of tobacco since 
tho rehandlers throughout tho county 
secured warehouses enough to receive 
tho crops, and It is not unusual to see 
os many as twenty-five wagons on tho 
fdreets waiting to be unloaded. Nearly 
••very farmer In the county has pooled 
his tobacco with the A. S. of E. The 
average price is ten cents a pound.

LIQUOR DEALERS' ASSOCIATION 
RESOLVES ON THAT ACTION. 


Organization’s Counsel Will Fight 
Cases Filed By County Attorney 
Against Saloonkeepers. 


Suits for penal damages recently in¬ 
stituted against several members of the 
association by R. W. Bingham, the Coun¬ 
ty Attorney, and tho special counsel em¬ 
ployed by Oov. Beckham for alleged vio¬ 
lations of the Sunday-closing law. formed 
the principal topic of discussion yester¬ 
day at the regular meeting of the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Mutual Protective Associ¬ 
ation. The meeting was held In a parlor 
of Bosler’s Hotel, and was largely at¬ 
tended by members of the organisation. 
Shortly after J. C. Boardman. the presi¬ 
dent, called the assemblage to order, a 
vote was passed resolving the meeting 
Into an exeeutivo session.

Ho declined to give out any¬ 
thing else that transpired at the meet* 
tag, which was a long one. lasting nearly 
three hours. The Sunday business will bo 
conducted as heretofore. 


SECRET SERVICE MEN 
BAFFLED BY ROBBERY 


CHIEF WILKIE ADMITS FAIL¬ 
URE TO UNRAVEL SUB¬ 
TREASURY MYSTERY. 


Chicago, March 8.—*Chief Wilkie, of 
the United States secret service, who 
has been in charge of the investigation 
In Chicago at tho disappearance of $173,- 
000 from the subtreasury, returned to 
Washington to-night.

His discovery of the cause of the pre¬ 
valence of lateral curvature In children 
marks an event in the world's history. 
Our eyes have not yet been altered by 
evolution to meet the demands that 
complex modern life imposes upon 
them, consequently they are taxed be¬ 
yond their powers and eyestrain with 
Its serious results to brain and body 
is prevalent. Thirty per cent, of the 
school children have astigmatism. They 
tilt the head in writing or reading and 
with it curve the tender, growing spine 
bo that it finally makes a letter S in¬ 
stead of being the straight support 
necessary to health; It is plain that 
when the astigmatism Is corrected by 
means of glasses the spine can be held 
as nature Intended It and the weaken¬ 
ing curvature by means of proper treat¬ 
ment can be absolutely cured. When 
one thinks what this means to a large 
proportion of the nation the extent of 
the discovery may be appreciated. 

Neiirly all headaches Just nbove and 
back of the eyes, he says, are caused 
by defective vision and the sooner this 
is corrected the belter for the futudt 
of the sufferer. Dr. Gould urges nil 
parents to have their children's eyes 
oxamimed by expert oculists at stated 
periods Just as they have their teeth 
closely watched by a dentist. 

Many of the world’s great authors 
and artists have been victims of eye- 
strain. De Qulncey, Mrs. Drowning, 
Flaubert. Browning, Whittier and 
Spenser, according to the Doctor, were 
all sufferers from some defect of vis¬ 
ion. Likewise Darwin und Carlyle and 
G-eorge Eliot, who was 111 all her life 
with sick headache. Parkman, who was 
pronounced mad by great alienists and 
was said "to have ‘an Inherited affec¬ 
tion of the brain' by expert ignoram¬ 
uses." "A library of nonsensical writ¬ 
ing, professional and unprofessional, 
need not have come Into being If Mrs. 
Carlyle had had a scientific pair of 
spectacles." Neuralgia and neuras¬ 
thenia (otherwise eyestrain) blasted 
Whittier's career. Nietzsche lived with 
despair all his life and killed himself 
In the Insanity of cerebral paralysis 
produced by near use of his eyes. Bal¬ 


zac, Tchaikovsky, Hearn, Berlioz are 
given consideration In separate chap¬ 
ters and their cases diagnosed through 
their own letters and records In a must 
pathetic fashion. 

Numerous cases are quoted of cures: 
dyspepsia of twenty years’ standing, 
many intestinal and gastric troubles, 
even appendicitis may sometimes be 
traced to the eyes; also colds, deafness 
and other blighting ailments. 

The worst of It Is that after one is 
convinced by the eloquent oculist that 
glasses will correct one's suffering ond 
goes forth armed with a prescription 
and hope of cure there are few op¬ 
ticians practiced enough to make the 
correct lenses. The slightest deviation 
from what is required may cause added 
calamity. Blindness has sometimes re¬ 
sulted from wrong lenses. The lowest 
grade of astigmatism may cause the 
most extreme cases of functional dis¬ 
order. Dr. Gould says: "There is not a 
single adequate, serious school of re¬ 
fraction in the world. nor Is there a 
sign that one is coming. Tot such a 
school Is more needed and would do 
more good than all the opth&lmic de¬ 
partments In all the medical colleges 
and hospitals In the world." 

Dr. Gould has been berated by his 
fellow practitioners who call him a 
crank, on exaggerafor, a hobby rider. 
On the other hand progressive physi¬ 
cians who try to cure have adopted his 
methods and these volumes are full 
of quotations from cases described by 
some of the moBt noted practitioners of 
the country. Progress is being made 
every day, cures effected by intelligent 
men open to conviction. If glasses 
could be furnished all the faculty who 
knows but the lion might not be made 
to lie down with the lamb in peace, 
both sinking personal Jealousies and 
aiming at the Improvement In health, 
consequently In morals, of their pa¬ 
tients. 

For the most frequent cause of crime 
is lack of correct vision. There are, of 
course, other causes, but In a certain 
typical Institution ninety out of four 
hundred patients had manifest, errors 
of vision and the author adds that "the 
argument »s convincing that Instead 
of punishing tnese afflicted young men 
they should be rewarded by giving 
them accurate and scientific glasses to 
enable them to make a living. If moral, 
well-raised boys of twelve years of 
age were made to w'ear erratic glasses 
supplied the inmates of the reforma¬ 
tory quoted, the doctor says they will 
either get Into the reformatory, a hos¬ 
pital or their graves In a few years. 

One could quote forever from these 
vitally Interesting volumes, but space 
forbids. Dr. Gould knows his subject 
well and while the conservatives con¬ 
demn him the victims of conservatism 
flock to him In vast numbers.

It wos seen that the 
question of negro slavery occupied 
men's minds even prior to the Revolu¬ 
tion. 

The history of the English colonies 
is continued In this volume. The Rev¬ 
olution. the four French wars, the es¬ 
cape from Anarchy by the adoption of 
the Constitution, the War of 1812. and 
the solving of many problems con¬ 
fronting the new nation are reWuted 
with compelling interest. The Monroe 
Doctrine, the historian thinks, marks 
a real era in American history. "A few’ 
years eaTller It would have provoked 
& smile on the part of European Gov¬ 
ernments. But It was now addressed 
to a world which had fresh In Its mem¬ 
ory the exploits of Old Ironsides and 
the victory of Jackson at New Or¬ 
leans." 

The volume abounds in fine bits of 
biographical writing. WnFhlngto-n, 
Jefferson. Franklin, Hamilton, the 
Adamses. Madison and others are 
limned in those terse, pregnant sen¬ 
tences for which the brilliant author is 
noted.

Roosevelt tells of a hunter named Mas- 
slngale. who always had a pack of 
twenty dogs. The wolf la a brave ani¬ 
mal. with Jaw’s of steel and teeth like 
knives, so that many dugs were dis¬ 
abled or killed in evary fight. The pack 
wasn’t much to look at, but the dogs 
could run fast nnd fight. They were 
usually taken out ten at a time, and 
Massingale by their aid once killed 200 
wolves In a year.

The twenty-first volume of the His 
tory of the American Nation Is In some 
respects independent In field and ar¬ 
rangement, and In other respects a con¬ 
tinuation of the twentieth volume. The 
Appeal to Arms, by the same author. 
Largely a narrative of military opera¬ 
tions Is the present volume, beginning 
with the crisis of midsummer. 1863. 
ond extending to the cessation of hos¬ 
tilities In April. 1865. 

Two chapters are devoted to internal 
conditions—one to military law and 
war finance, and the other to life In 
war time. The stirring campaigns on 
the Tennessee river, the reorganization 
of the Eastern armies under Grant and 
the harrowing Virginia campaign of 
1864, some of the attempts ut recon¬ 
struction. Sheridan’s valley campaign 
and Sherman’s March to the Sea. are 
among some of the salient topics which 
come under the author's consideration. 

The author is particularly impressed 
by the spectacle toward the c^vse of 
the war of the sifting of the Northern 
men that brought forward those who 
by natural endowment and painful 
training were most adequate to the 
work ut hand. While on the Southern 
side he observes the developed power. 
Both sides displaying no longer 111- 
ordered and fortuitous soldiership, be¬ 
come locked "in a struggle intense 


The Cage Is a novel containing char¬ 
acter study of merit ond many touches 
of that romance which Is bom amid 
sordid surroundings yet develops into 
the purest and sweetest life-absorbing 
passion. In few cases has an author 
given so logically true a picture of the 
heart of a very young girl and the Im¬ 
pressions and Incidents which mold the 
girl Into a rare woman. 

The plot of the story has no special 
ingenuity; It Is the telling that at¬ 
tracts. A young girl, Frederica Hart¬ 
well,* lives with her father, a minister, 
who has persuaded a rich capitalist to 
build a chapel near his factories In or¬ 
der to Influence the thousand or more 
workmen who are employed there.

Hartwell is greatly disappointed be¬ 
cause ho cannot bring the men to 
church. 

With them lives Anne Forester, also 
well-bom and possessing an Indepen¬ 
dent fortune. She Is devoting her life 
to the elevation of tho laboring class 
with unapprcdable results. The three 
are working out various problems, each 
In accordaece with his or her own tem¬ 
perament, and the first pictures of the 
book show some pertinent contrasts 
between families like the Flanagans, 
the Schneiders and Scanlons and their 1 
would-be helpers. 

But like a strong illumination ln(o 
this section of life comes Eugene Har¬ 
den. an Austrian of brilliant mind and 
high education. He Influences all who 
come near him; s^mnng them Frederica, 
whose simple, childlike mind is a clear 
page waiting for impressions. The 
love affair between the two is intense, 
but always Idealistically pure. Harden 
has come to America to see freedom 
as he imagines It, but is woefully dis¬ 
appointed. The most abject slavery Is 
here, beginning with the scholar. Dr. 
Hartwell, whose salary* Is paid by the 
vPjMtallfft and endlrg with the ill-paid 


workmen and their poverty-stricken 
families, all are slaves. No foreign 
woes he has ever seen can be com¬ 
pared with those caused by the Inequal¬ 
ity of w’enlth. He becomes the labor 
leader, he fights for the eight-hour day. 
The Haymarket riot fills a graphic 
chapter In the story and under thinly 
disguised names the Chicago anarchists 
are held up as victims. The author 
says that the vanity of ono man In tho 
police force resulted dn the murder by 
the State of seven innocent men. 

But the labor question is only a back¬ 
ground for the absorbing lovo story of 
Frederica and ‘Eugene. This In all Its 
ramifications Is new from beginning to 
end. Seldom. If ever, has a heroine 
been more profoundly attractive than 
this Innocent young girl. Her passion 
for Eugene Is Ideal, her loyalty with¬ 
out bound Bred to the utmost con¬ 
ventions in manners, she rebels and by 
her Innocence complicates affairs al¬ 
most Inextricably. She Is thoroughly 
charming and she represents a type of 
girl that w’htle not common Is intrinsic¬ 
ally American.

The American Skyscraper. 

Every style of architecture Is an ex¬ 
pression of Its age. The ancient Greeks 
are reflected In their temples. If ma¬ 
terial conditions of their age, their busi¬ 
ness methods and real estate values 
had made skyscrapers needful, there is 
no doubt that they would hkvo built 
them. The modem Americans are re¬ 
flected In our skyscrapers. If our busi¬ 
ness demands, real estate values and 
general material conditions had not 
J made skyscrapers necessary we should 
not have built them. Our skyscrapers 
are, therefore, as distinctive, os char¬ 
acteristic and as expressive of Amer¬ 
ica as the low’, pillared buildings w’ere 
of Greece. Ludwig Fulda's recent 
praise of them was sensible. The 
skyscrapers are American. They 
are national—racial. They carry an 
art message that, is unique. They 
should be hailed as the American 
architecture. There should be no longer 
the complaint that they are too tall, 
or too utilitarian, or too incongruous, 
and that only the architecture of |he 
ancients Is art. This sounds like af¬ 
fectation. It Is a pose too common. 

It is noteworthy that Kansas City 
last week finished Its first Skyscraper. 
One of the newspapers of that city 
had been for years decrying such ar¬ 
chitecture and implored the citizens 
never to deface the place with It. It 
lamented the project which was con¬ 
summated In the opening of the sky¬ 
scraper alluded to above. Here Is th© 
way the same newspaper tossed Its 
eloquence at the completed structure: 

* 4 A superb Hluminatlon was that of the 
Long building on Saturday night. The 
question of the expediency and the desir¬ 
ability touching skyscrapers does not af¬ 
fect their splendor and the fascination 
Which their altitude exerts. It Is Inspiring 
to see these great shafts of masonry 
vaulting up Into the air and stamping 
their classical outlines on the sky. They 
appear to stand as the symbols of hope 
and aspiration. They are the very incar¬ 
nations of pride and ambition. They carry 
the thoughts of the beholder skyward 
with them. They typify the best Instincts 
Of man, which are away from the ground. 

•'Kansas City has united In spontaneous 
homage to its first real skyscraper. It 
is the object night and day of proud at¬ 
tention. It may present, as an abstract 
proposition, objections founded upon rea¬ 
son and utility, but we cannot but feel 
that it is beautiful and glorious, and w’o 
have all yielded to its strange charm." 

The skyscraper Is nothing for the 
American to be ashamed of. It Is 
here to stay. It ls # the American voice, 
spirit and life—It is the age—repre¬ 
sented In brick and stone and steel.

Mt. Sterling. Ky.. March 8.—(Special.] 

The high prices realized by growers 
of the 1906 tobacco crop has absolutely 
made a majority of them crazy upon 
the subject, and the largest acreage 
ever grown In the Burley district will 
be set out fn 1907. From reports re¬ 
ceived from counties comprising the 
Burley belt, the general average for 
the 1906 crop, which has been disposed 
of. is given at 10% cents a pound, the 
highest average In many years. 

In Montgomery county alone the crop 
sold In this market Is given at 3,500.000 
pounds, which brought an &v rage prlej 
of 10%c, or a total of over $400,u00. The 
prices ranged from 8c to * 16c. with 
nearly all crops selling from 10c to 
12%c. Not being satisfied with present 
conditions, preparations are b«*ing made 
to grow* an Increased acreage In the 
district, ninging from 150 to 750 acres 
in each county. In Montgomery coun¬ 
ty at least 3,750 acres will be planted, 
an Increase of about 500 acres over 
1906. 

By the increased acreage In the Bur¬ 
ley belt a great mistake is being made 
if the farmers hope to win by the 
American Society of Equity. By this 
Increase the growers have made the 
very move desired by the trust, which 
has now entered the fight in earnest- 
The trust hua a large supply of tobacco 
on hands, and with the Increased acre¬ 
age will have a much larger field to 
work In in 1907 than heretofore. Dur¬ 
ing the year 1906. about 200,000.000 
pounds of Burley were grown In the 
State, and good prices realized. With 
the Increased acreage planned through¬ 
out the Burley district. It Is now feared 
that an overproduction will result and 
the price will fall. 

A few years ago there were about 1 
300,000,000 pounds gTown In the State 
and the result was that prices of only 
5c to 7c were realized. It is a well- 
known fact that the American Tobacco 
Company has not been Idle in the past 
three months, and that they have had 
emissaries in the district making ar¬ 
rangements with tenants to grow the 
’weed," which they will purchase as 
soon as it Is ready for the market this 
full. If such a large crop Is grown so 
that the American can get enough to 
tide them over until 1908. the Increased 
acreage will greatly endanger the suc¬ 
cess of the Society of Equity. 

The labor problem Is also a thing to 
be reckoned with by the small gTower, 
:is good hands were hard to obtain at 
high prices last year, and If the trust 
puts many men In the field they will 
capture the cream of the tobacco 
hands. 

The fight for the control of the Bur¬ 
ley crop in 1907 Is in Its Infancy, and 
it will be a hard contest. The tobacco 
situation in the Burley district is any¬ 
thing but encouraging to the growers 
of the “weed."

Depression in the stock market did not ex¬ 
tend beyond Wall street, commodity price* 
ruling high and general business continuing 
vigorous. The traffic conditions have improved 
somewhat. Increasing /the distribution *.f mer¬ 
chandise. and spring sales of dry goods have 
equaled anticipations. Retail trad* Is good for 
the season and late buying of winter goods 
necessitated by tho severe weather in many 
sections has depicted stocks In a most satis¬ 
factory manner. A few trade reports tell of 
conservatism regarding operations for the fu¬ 
ture, due to high prices and tight money, but 
there is practical unanimity as to the activity 
of currsnt trade, comparisons with last year's 
figures being almost always decidedly favor¬ 
able. Several wage scale* are under discussion 
that may not be settled without further en¬ 
hancing the cost of production or operation, 
but no serious strike Is anticipated, and higher 
freight rates have become necessary on some 
roads because of Increased expenses. 

Renewed demand for Bessemer Iron from the 
leading Interest Indicates that It U unable to 
supply tho needs of the steoi mills, and tho 
distribution of the contract among many fur¬ 
naces testifies to the good condition of order 
books, as no aingle concern could make the de¬ 
sired delivery. The high money market is 
still postponing business In steel rails, and can. 
cellatlons of orders for rolling stock ars at¬ 
tributed to the same difficulty of raising funds. 

Business on the books of pipe and tube mills 
Is beyond all precedent, and os the season ad¬ 
vances there will be extensive requirements for 
wire products, export inquiries are numerous, 
one large sale of sheet bar* being reported for 
shipment during the closing months of the 
yeftr. 

Activity in fh# primary market for cotton 
goods is le** vigorous, but a strady volume 
of quiet buying maintains firm Quotations and 
the mills are supplied with so much forward 
business that many, orders cannot be accept'd 
on account of Inability to moke desired deliv¬ 
eries. Producers are conservative In regard to 
the acceptance of remote contracts on any or¬ 
ders of distinctly speculative nature. 

Large Jobbers state that much spring trsde 
will be lost bn-au** goods cannot be secured In | 
time, which should tend to leave dealers' stocks 
ip a most rail*factory state of depletion at the 
end of the season. Moderate duplicate orders 
are received for men’s wear, which Is the be*t 
feature of the market for woolep goods, and 
some cancellations are reported. 

Most Eastern footwear manufacturers have 
orders assuring activity until May, but new 
contracts are limited and few buyers are in the 
Boston markets. Aside from sample orders lit¬ 
tle business has been done In foil shoes, most 
wholesale houses holding eft tor more definite 
Information regarding the requirements of the 
retail trade. Local Jobbing trade Is aettve, es¬ 
pecially in rubber goods, the season having 
favored distribution In that line. 

Irregularity Is noted In leather, weakne;* 
In some line# being offset by firmness In other 
varieties. Many tanners announce the inten¬ 
tion of waiting for batter terms snd business 
t# restricted to description* of which the cur¬ 
rent take-off Is light, notably branded hides. 

Gram markets have moved within narrow 
limits, aggressive speculation being deferred In 
anticipation of next week’s statement of fatm 
reserve*.

Summons Served On Prospective 
Veniremen Finds Them In Bed— 
Something New In History. 


For the first time In many years has It 
been found difficult to get a grand and 
petit Jury together for a term of the 
United States Court in Louisville. Depu¬ 
ties under George W. Long, United States 
Marshal, for tho past two weeks have 
been summoning persons to serve on 
either the grand or petit Jury for the 
term of oourt which bogins Monday. 
Within the territory from which Jurors 
are chosen there ore about twenty coun¬ 
ties. extending from Jefferson down to 
Monroe and Simpson counties. 

*‘8o far.** said Marshal Long yesterday, 
“we have been unable to get a sufficient 
number of persons to form panels In 
either Jury. The excuses for illness have 
been rolling into our office. It shows 
clearly that there is more slcknoss In 
Kentucky at this time than there has 
been known for years. It takes from 
eighteen to twenty to form a panel In 
the grand Jury. We generally summon 
from thirty to forty for the petit jury. 
Judge Evans uses twelve men on a panel, 
and he generally has two panels busy. 
Of course, he wants a few extra men on 
hand from whom to draw In case chal¬ 
lenges are made. We have been com¬ 
pelled to summon extra persons to ap¬ 
pear Monday to sorve on the Juries. It 
seems that we will likely receive more 
excuses by Monday. 

“In numerous Instances when the no¬ 
tices were served the subpoenaed per- 
aon was found sick In bed at the time.

DEFECTS IN ORDINANCE. 


POINTED OUT BY UNDERTAK¬ 
ERS’ ASSOCIATION COMMITTEE. 


Gives Physicians Twenty-four Hours 
To Sign Death Certificates, Com¬ 
plainants Having Twelve. 


His Analysis Made At Instance of 
Health, and Revision Committee 
of Lower Board. 


Dr. Vernon Roblna. City Chemist, found 
the sample of Ice which he analyzed at 
the Instance of the Committee on Health 
and Revision of the lower board of tho 
General Council saturated with ammonia. 
He will make a detailed report of the 
analysis In writing, and submit it to Dr. 
T. J. Yager, chairman of the committee, 
to-day. Dr. ^>bins refused to go Into de¬ 
tails relativc^to the a nay lsls yesterday 
afternoon* stating that he must first sub¬ 
mit his report in writing to the commit¬ 
tee. He had not completed the analysis 
when the committee met yesterday at 
noon at the City Hall, and for that reason 
the committee adjourned without entering 
into the discussion of ammonia in ice. 
Another meeting of the committee will bo 
called as soon as Dr. Robins submits his 
written report. 

A number of Louisville Ice dealers ap¬ 
peared before the Committee on Health 
and Revision at the City Hall yesterday. 
An ordinance was Introduced in the lower 
board some time ago providing that the 
process which leaves traces or ammonia 
In the ice should be eliminated by manu¬ 
facturers who soil to the local trade. It 
was to consider this ordinance that the 
Committee on Health and Revision met 
yesterday. Ice manufacturers say that 
ths only way ammonia can get Into the 
Ice la through leaks In the pipes, and they 
further aver that the elimination of am¬ 
monia In the manufacture of Ice would 
put more disagreeable gases in the 
product.

In fact, ft Is declared, consld rible 
morn money must at once be secured 
if Kentucky is to have an adequate 
showing at this Exposition. It was 
found by the committee which has Just 
returned from Jamestown that excel¬ 
lent progress has been made In general 
exposition construction and the deepest 
interest is being taken In the World’s 
Fair throughout the East and South. 
Every indication points to a phenom¬ 
enal attendance.

Louisville Subscriptions. 


For the purpose of protesting against 
tho ordinance that requires physicians 
to make out and sign death certificates 
before an undertaker Is allowed to take 
charge of a body, a committee of three 
from the Louisville L’nil"rtuk*srs' Asso¬ 
ciation called at the Office of the Board 
of Public Safety yesterday. Dr. M. K. 
Allen, Health Officer, was called into the 
conference. Until recently undctt-ikers 
have adopted the practice of making out 
death certificates themselves and sign¬ 
ing the name of the physician who at¬ 
tended the patient. Dr. Allen notified 
them that the practice must be stopped, 
and the protest yesterday was the out¬ 
growth. 

The undertakers point out that under 
tho present ordinance n physician Is al¬ 
lowed twenty-four hours In which to 
make to the Health Officer a return on a 
death.*while undertakers are required to 
obtain a permit within twelve hours after 
the death of a person. They maintain 
that this Is a glaring defect in the ordi¬ 
nance. and asked yesterday that It be 
remedied, so that a physician shall he re¬ 
quired to mako a return on a death 
within twelve hours after It occurs, nnd 
the undertaker be given twenty - four 
hours in which to obtain a permit. As 
the law now stands, the undertaker Is not 
allowed a permit until after the physi¬ 
cian has made his return on a death, 
despite the fact that the undertaker 
must get his permit within twelve hours 
after a death occurs, and the physician 
lias twenty-four hours In which to re¬ 
port It. 

Recognizing the discrepancy In tho 
present, ordinance, the Board of Public 
Safety has requested Arthur Benslnger, 
assistant In the office of the City Attor¬ 
ney. to draft a new ordinance bearing on 
the matter of death returns and burial 
permits, correcting In It such defects os 
appear In the ordinance now In force. Mr. 
Bensinger likely will complete the draft¬ 
ing of the new ordinance by Monday, and 
the committee from the Louisville Un¬ 
dertakers’ Association will be given an 
opportunity to look over It before It is in¬ 
troduced In the General Council for pass¬ 
age.
